California, suddenly rose several feet, convert- 
ing the stream into a broad and shallow tor- 
rent. The Yreka Journal explains the phe- 
nomena as follows: 

The river, where the uprising took place, 
was very deep, witha slate rock bottom, 
which the eddies of the river gradually wore 
through, making as escape for a strata of chalk 
formation, heavily pressed, no doubt, by the 
hill back of the bank, which sunk down level 
at the same time the bed of the river rose up. 
As the original bank, with large trees along 
it, between the sunken hill and river channel 
remained firm, the natural supposition is that 
the foundation of that locality is of solid rock 
with a vacuum from which the chalk sub- 
stance emanated. Since the rise in the river 
from last week’s rafns, the stream is fast 
washing away the chalky incumbrance intru- 


00} ding its original channel. The locality is 


about thirty mile: from Yreka,. and we learn 
that some of our citizens contemplate visiting 
the scene. 


NEWSPAPERS IN Catrrorsia.The San 
Fracisco Call, in a notice of Newspapers and 
newspaper editors, says: 

In point of age, the papers of California 
rank as follows: In this city, Alta; Bulletin 
and Call; in the state at large, Alla, Union, 
Calaveras Chronicle, Shasta Courter, Golden 
Era, Mountain Democrat, Bulletin, Call, Bee, 
etc. None of the pioneer editors of the State 
are now in harness. J.E. Lawrence is now 
the oldest California editor in service, although 
there are two yet in harness who have been 
connected with the press of the Pacifie—one 
since 1844 and the other since 1847. Ofsome 
forty-six editors and reporters now engaged 
in the editorial business in the city, only six 
were engaged in the -same business here ten 
years ago. Of those now engaged in newspa- 
per publishing in this city, only three—Foard 
of the Afercury, and Fitch and Pickering of 
the Buldeten—were engaged in the same busi- 
ness here ten years ago.

Another great obstacle to our prosperity is 
about to beremoved, as we trust, in such Just 
legislation as will remove the cloud of actual 
and threatened litigation hanging over sO 
many of the landed interests of the State, 


This want of security has operated disastrous- < 


ly upon the increase of permanent komes. Im- 
proved real estate in many instances, could 
not be used as security for loans,

controverted titles. if-the bill now before _ 


Congress becomes’s law, we may expect that 


many of these land complications will be re-- y 


moved. Harassing and costly litigation will 
not so often drive-settlers from the State.* 
Heretofore there has been no State in the 
Union where it svas’so difficu.t fo periect a 
Government title to land as here. We have - 
deprecated this want of a fixed and perma-_ 
nent population, and have all the time anfor- 
tunately failed to offer the chief indurement 
to retain this elemeut of prosperity. The 
best people will not remain to dexelop a 
country where their own homes are nyt ay 
cure. Capital and legal talent have eee 
to hunt up, defeat titles and divide spoils be- 
yond all precedent.

THE SOLD YANKEE. 


A good joxe was once told us by a true son 
of the Emerald Isle, of the famous Barnum, of 
New York Museum notoriety. As we have 
neycr seen it published, or heard it from any 
other source, we will give it as told by our 
Trish friend: Barnum, the great museum cu- 
riosity hunter, was once travelling through 
Ireland on a yvoyageof discovery and pleasure. 
He was some fifty miles from Cork when he 
fell in with a lonely traveller whom he found 
full of the blarney so characteristic of many 
of the Irish.

The yankee saw them quickly, and as 
Soon concluded. they must hare belonged to 
encient and distinguished characters. No 
time was lost in questioning the proprietor ; 
but he at first declined imparting any infor- 
mation in relation tothem. This was just 
what B. wanted—something awfully myste- 
rious—he had struck it again. Finally our 
Trish friend succumbed, and remarked—*and 
sure, my American friend, the identity of the 
large skull is a great secret, known only to 
myself, but as you are a stranger in these 
parts—dnd a gentleman—and willnever men- 
tion it, I might tell you.” This compliment 
was gobbled instantly by B. who begged his: 
host to proceed. At length he acknowledged | 
the fact that the large skull was that of his’ 
patron saint St. Patrick. This answer was 
entirely satisfactory, but only magnified B’s 
desire to know to whom the small skull had 
belonged. This was a far.more profound and 
ancient secret than. the first, but after long 
persuasion and the most solemn promises of. 
eternal secrecy the Irish gentieman imparted | 
the desired information, that “the small skall: 
was that of St. Patrick when he was a little boy.” }

Force is the only 
argument to use with the hostile Apache; 
and the rifle and’revolver conduct him and 
those who combine with him, to the.only re- 
servation they deserve.

be carrying, and co secure that end, as also 
to prevent the strangulation of mining enter- 
prises by the detention of supplies at the 
mouth of the river, he urged upon them the 
duty of supporting and encouraging the new 
line of steamers being established by Mr. 
Thomas Trueworthy and others, for the car- 
tying trade from San Franciseo to Callville. 
Mr. Adams proceeded to show up a system- 

jatic and persistent effort by the old line to 
prevent the success of its new competitor, 

and denounced as dishonorable the means 
employed to that end: The speaker seemed 
well fortified with documentary evidence to 
substantiate his assertions.

Heap QUARTERS DISTRICT or Antzona 
Prescott, December 3, 1865, 
Hon. R. C. McCormick, Acting Governor of

Sir—As requested by you I herewith 
send you a synopsis of military operations in 
this District since my assignment to its com- 
mand. 

His Excellency Governor Goodwin and my- 
self left Drum Barracks May Ist, for this Ter- 
ritory, with company A of lst California cav- 
alry as escort; Colonel Lewis, with two com- 
panies of his regiment, destined for Tubac or 
its vicinity; and Colonel Bulware, with tivo 
companies of the same regiment, to occupy 
Fort Yuma, had preceded us. One company 
cf the Tth had alsd been sent to Fort Mohave 
to relieve the company of the 4th California 
infantry. Before leaving Drum Barracks, ĮI 
ordered one company of the 7th California in- 
iantry to proceed to Prescott as soon as prac- 
ticable after its arrival from San Francisco 
and re-enforce Fort Whipple. We arrived at 
Fort Yuma on the 14th, and on the 15th or- 
dered corppany E 4th California infantry to 
proceed at once to Date Creek, with instruc- 
tions to the commanding officer to place him- 
self in communication with the commanding 
officer at Fort Whipple, and act in concert 
with him, with special instructions te scout 
the roads to Prescott, La Paz aud Wicken- 
burg, and to give all protection possible to 
parties travelling those roads. We arrived 
at the Maricopa Wells on May 30th, where I 
learned that the post at Fort Whipple was 
out of provisions. We had been led to sup-

TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 


The following Regulations are published 
for the benefit of members of the Legislature, 
Territorial officers and others: 

LIBRARY OF ARIZQNA.—-REGULATIONS. 

The following Regulations, made under au- 
thority of Section 14,.Chapter XXIII, of the 
Howell Code, will be observed: 

1. The Library shall be kept open daily, 
from 9 o’clock, A. M. to 5 o'clock, P. M., Sun- 
day» excepted. 

tr. ‘he public shall have free access to the 
books, pamphlets, papers, maps, charts and 
engravings, during said hours; but no book 
siall be taken from the room without the 
consent of the Librarian, and an entry of the 
same, with the date and the name of the par- 
ty taking it, in a register kept for that pur- 

ose. 

P sur. No pamphlets, papers, maps, charts, or 
engravings shall be taken from the room, and 
in the drawing of books the members of the 
Legislature and the officers of the Territory 
shall always have the preference. Books 
will be loaned to county officers and to pii- 
vate individuals, of known responsibility, in 
the discretion of the Librarian. 

1v. No person shall have more than one 
book. from the Library at one time, unless of 
a set or series of volumes; when more will be 
loaned, in the judgment of the Librarian. 

v. No law book, or book of reference, such 
as an encyclopedia, dictionary, or public doc- 
ument, shall be kept from the Library for a 
longer period than one week; and no miscel- 
laneous work, for more than two weeks, 
without permission of the Librarian, and a 
new entry of the loan in the register. 

vi. Any person keeping a book for a longer 
period than fixed in the preceding section, 
withont permission of the Librarian, shall be 
fined rirry cents for each and every week 
said book is so retained; the fines to be col- 
lected by the Librarian, and used by him as 
a fund for the increase of the Library. 

vit. Any person injuring, defacing or losing 
a volume shall furnish a new copy of the 
same, or some work of equal value that may 
be acceptable to the Librarian; or he may 
pay to the Librarian such amount as will en- 
able him to replace the injured or lost volume. 

vnr. Persons liable to fines who refuse to 
pay the same, and persons injuring, defacing, 
or losing books, who neglect to replace or pay 
the amount necessary to replace the same, 
shall thereafter be debarred the privileges of 
the Library. ' f

CALLVILLE. 


A correspondent of the Bulletin, who has 
lately made a trip from Pahranagat to the 
Colorado, thus refers to the town of Call- 
ville: 

“ Callville is the county seat of Pah-Ute 
county, Arizona, and is located at the head 
of navigation on’the Colorado, or at least at 
the extreme northern point of the possible 
steam navigation or that stream, as the angle 
made here by the coure of the river is at the 
extreme northern limit of navigable water.

We shall hope to have 
part of the regiment stationed in Arizona.

| four (64) privates. The pay and allowances 


are the same in all cavalry regiments. 

II. Brevet Brigadier-General W. Seawell 
is detailed as superintendent of recruiting ser- 
vice for this regiment in the Department of 
California, and Colonel G. A. Blake, Ist Uni- 
ted States cavalry, as superintendent ‘for the 
Department of the Columbia. The Presidio, 
San Francisco, California,and Fort Vancou- 
ver, W. T.; will be the general depots or reh- 
dezvous for recruits. . 

The commanding Generals of the Depart- 
ments of California, and the Columbia will 
detail on recruiting service all available offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers, of what- 
ever arm of service, in their respective com- 
mands, and designate the several recruiting 
stations to be opened. All other recruiting 
will cease for the present, and officers now 
recruiting for other regiments will recruit 
only for this new regiment of cavalry. 

HiT. As soon as a sufficient number of re- 
cruits is raised in either Military Department 
to form a company, they will be organized as 
such by the appointment of non-commissioned 
officers, and the fact reported to these head 
quarters for the assignment of officers and 
designation of station. 

IV. The officers of this new regiment will 
be appointed by the President, and assigned 
by the Secretary of War. 

V. The most favorable opportunity is now 
offered to the discharged volunteers to re-en- 
ter the service for duty on this coast.

‘In speaking ‘of the cotton crop it says : The 
general prospects’ are'good; the most hope- 
less and unbelieving rebels do not place the 
ctop below a million and a half of bales; and 
other. judgments. range. from, this, to. three 
million bales. It is quite within bounds, we 
think, to expect a crop of two million bales, 
or eight jtundred million pounds. The price 
is now 4Q-cénts'a pouhd. .Estimite itat 25 
cents, at Which tate it can command the 
English markets, and we have two hundred 
million dollars from this source alone. i 

This sum is probably twice. tte year's přo- 
duct of gold and silver. ‘he most intelli- 
gent estimates place the yield, in precious 

goetals,.of albour mining States and Territo- 
ries at one hundred millions. This will be at 
least one third more than that of 1865 orany 
other year. Last year’s products are estima- 
ted at about .$75,000,000.

WALL WASH. 


_, Prescorr, August 31, 1866. 
EDITOR or ARIZONA Miner—I observe, in 
a late number of the San .Francisco Bulletin, 
given as new, an old recipe for a wash, toren- 
der wall surfaces dry 5., ¿id est impervious to 
foisture from within. I think this matter 
may he yery cheaply rendered extremely 
useiul here. The lumbér of this region, like 
tat of California skrinks and swells extremc- 
ly. Soap is simply a mixture of alkali, and 
oleagenous matter (oil) alum; blended with 
it forms a glazing, or sort of enamel, which, 
applied to the.surface‘of wdod, prevents its 
absorption of moisture and consequent swel- 
ling, as well as its discharge, of moisture by 
evaporation and consequent shrinking. When 
you are putting up a partition you wish to 
remain“tight, and“ your boards are jointed, 
apply, accordigg to that old recipe, the mate- 
rials to the surface and- ends of your boards, 
and put them up, and the shrinking and open- 

ing of joints is entirely obviated. 

his is the old ‘recipe, as copied in the 
Bulletin of August 11, 1866: “In these piping 
times of solicitude upon sanitery matters, it 
may be-useful to know. how damp walls: may 
be made perfectly dry. To three quarters of 
a pound of white soap add one gallon of wa- 
ter. This is to be laid like whitewash over 
the wall. It is to remain 24 hours to become 
dry: Mix one half pound of alum with four 
ons of water; leave it to stand 24 hours, 
and then apply.it im ‘the same manner over 
the soap. The result isa ditreous surface.
